The subject of this sketch was born in Lincolnshire, England 
on the 15th of April, 1850, and died at his home near Cof- 
feyville, Montgomery,county, Kansas, October 16th L90L ALS 
parents came to America in 1852, settling at Fremont, Ohio, 
where they lived until 1865, when they moved to Auburn, Ind. 


Mr Picker learned his trade while in Auburn, that of Brick- 
mason stonemason and plasterer. In 1872 he married Miss 
Lucy Jones who, with one adopted daughter, still survives 
him. In 1877 they moved to Kansas, settling on a farm 

near Coffeyville, where they lived until his death. 

Mr. Picker was a contractor and builder and worked at his 
trade and was also quite an extensive farmer. He was con- 
nected with the Coffeyville Vitrified Brick and Tile Company 
and was a member of the Coffeyville Camp No. 665, M W.A. He 
waS a good citizen and neightbor, and in his death the 
community lost a good man.

Documentary evidence is missing, relating 
to the early history of this family, as the re- 
cords are believed to have been in the home of 
Joseph Pretlow, situated north of O'Berry 
Chureh across from Black Creek Road, when it 
burned in 1841. 


Three brothers are supposed to have sailed 
from England in the early 1600's; one brother, 
Thomas Pretlow and his wife arrived in Nansemond 
County, Virginia, ca 1622, and were later in 
Warwick County. 


Thomas_Pretlow is said to have been a ship- 
master, and built the first brick house south 
of the James River from brick carried as ballast. 
He 1s believed to have had two sons, Joseph and 
Thomas, and a daughter Charlotte. However, the 
only Pretlow found in the records before 1690 is 
a Samuel Pretlow (or Pricklove) in North Caro- 
lina, with the exception of a Francis Pretloe 
who was transported to this country about 1657 
(Patent Ble (BI, Part IL, Va.,State Library)’; 
nothing further is known of him. However, there 
is much about Samuel Pretlow, believed to be a 
son or nephew of Thomas the immigrant. 


This Samuel is first mentioned in the oldest 
conveyance recorded in North Carolina at Hert- 
ford Court House. In 1661 an Indian chief sold 
land in what is now known as Durant's Neck, de- 
scribed as being next to land he sold to Samuel 
Pricklove (the name used interchangeably with 
Pritlove, Pritlow and Pretlow in the North Caro- 
lina records). 


ft is not known why Samuel emigrated to N.C. 
Mrs.Watson Winslow (History of Perquimans Count 
Raleigh, 1931, p.406) relates that Samuel is 
supposed to have come from Nansemond Co., Va. 
where his family was strongly entrenched and had 


become Quakers. In 1660, when Berkeley had be- 
come Governor, a law was passed banning the re- 
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ligion, property was seized, and the Quakers 
imprisoned and fined, and this led to the exo- 
dus to North Carolina of many Quaker families. 
Hinshaw (History of the Quakers)states that the 
first permanent settlement in N.C., in Perqui- 
mans County, was formed after the expulsion of 
the Quakers from Virginia in 1662. On the 
other hand, William Saunders (Colonial Records 
OLIN, G vOLMLT po kVLiL)mecels) thatithecolon- 
ists did not come for this reason, but because 
of the good land and pleasant climate, and that 
they turned Quaker after George Fox (founder 

of the religion in England) arrived in 1672. 
Unfortunately, there are no records of Quakers 
in Perquimans before 1700. 


Samuel Pretlow, son of the immigrant Thomas 
and wife Rebecca, was born in 1631 and died 
April 20, 1692. He married June 1, 1668 Rachel 
Welsh Lawrence, daughter of Robert Welsh and 
widow of William Lawrence. The marriage is 
recorded in the Register in Berkeley Precinct, 
as well as the births of a son, Samuel, on Dec. 
24,1671, and a daughter Sarah on Oct.23,1674 
who died 1687. Other children were: Ann, 
Thomas, and John. 


Samuel Pretlow died April 20,1692 leaving 
no will (Hathaway, N.C.Hist. & Genealogical 
Register, Vol.3, p.220). His son Samuel married 
Purina, Penrice in 1696. He died in 1703, leav- 
ing two sons, who both received land grants in 
Durant's Neck near Lilly's Creek in 1704. These 
sons, Samuel and Francis, undoubtedly obtained 
the grants through their mother, as they were 
minors at the time. 


Nothing is known about Rachel (Lawrence) 
Pretlow's background. One theory is that she 
may have been Rachel Welsh (as stated previous-~- 
ly) who married William Lawrence and had three 
children from 1655-1665. Samuel did not marry 
Rachel until he was 37, and so she could easily 
have been older, and a widow. She could also 
have been one of the Lawrences who journeyed 


ns 
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to Albemarle about the same time as Samuel, pro- 
bably from Nansemond too. There was a Robert 
Lawrence in Nansemond, one of the first Quakers 
there, whose father was Sir John Lawrence of 
London. Rachel may have been his daughter, or 
niece; she named her first son John, and there 
were many later John Pretlows. Names in early 
records are often strong clues, because of the 
custom of passing down family names, especially 
the name of the first pioneer. Miss Fanny Webb 
of Franklin, Virginia, who descended from the 
early Quaker Lawrences of Nansemond, said that 
Rachel was an old family name. 


JOHN PRETLOW #3, son of Samuel and Rachel 
Pretlow, was born in 1669 and died in 1728. He 
married Elizabeth %b-ell and moved to North 
Carolina. He received a grant of 400 acres on 
Perquimans River at the mouth of Wolf Pit 
branch of Castletons Creek. His will and that 
of his wife Elizabeth were both recorded in 
1728 (Will Bk.25, pp.44,61). They had seven 
daughters and one son; the marriages of six of 
the daughters are recorded in the Perquimans 
M.M.Minutes, the first mention of Pretlow in 
any Quaker Minutes.

THOMAS PRETLOW #3, son of Samuel and Rachel, 
was born 1675 and died in 1753.

It is not known why Thomas #3 left 
Perquimans, but he was living in Warwick County, 
Virginia by 1714, and in that year he was re- 
presentative to the Warwick - York Monthly Meet- 
inet penaw we VOl 6, ype Owain 1723 he was. 're- 
ferred to in a deed as having formerly lived in 
Warwick (D.Bk.1715-1730, Surry Co., Va.). Per- 
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haps he left Carolina because life there became 
too difficult. The Cary Rebellion took place 
1708-1711, and in 1711 the Indians began a war 
with the whites which lasted until 1715. On the 
other hand, Thomas Pretlow #3 may have migrated 
in the same pioneering spirit which led his 
father and grandfather before him. However,the 
possibility exists that Thomas #3 was a nephew 
of Samuel #2, and may never have left Virginia. 
Further information is sought.

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CHAPTER THREE

THE QUAKER COMMUNITIES IN ALBEMARLE 
The land configurations of Albemarle made the area attractive and accessible. Laced with small streams, creeks, and deep rivers, the easy access by 
water into the untamed region offered ports for ocean-going ships able to take the settlers' products directly to Caribbean ports and to the other colonies. 
Abundance of water also aided the farmers with their crops and for their homes (Fig. 12). The Chowan, Perquimans, Pasquotank, and Little Rivers were linked 
with the smaller streams making a veritable water highway throughout the area The source of these rivers was the Great Dismal Swamp, where the color of the 
water was a deep red, caused by the waters passing through the roots of the cypress trees. The water, however, was perfectly clear, tasted by no means 
unpleasant, and was quite wholesome. It had a diuretic effect on those who drank it, and prevented agues and fevers, or so it was claimed. Filled with the 


perils of virgin forests, native Indians, wild animals, insects, snakes, and reptiles, this area south of the Great Dismal Swamp was also more isolated from 
the English authorities.

Following the first landowners who settled along the main rivers and shores of Albemarle Sound, new arrivals were finding homesites father up near the 
heads of the four main rivers. When the word spread that this was a place where people were able to worship in freedom and that the Virginia government had 
less influence in the region, the Quakers in southern Virginia came to Albemarle in increasing numbers. They were an industrious, plain, sober, and hardy 
people who had already endured much hardship and privation. They were soon joined by other Quakers from the New England colonies who had heard that new 
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4 
Virginia. When the revolt was put down, he escaped to Albemarle, where he continued to sow seeds of discontent. 


Hsagreement between the early settlers who bought their lands from the Indians and those who had received land patents from the Lord Proprietors was 
Rerlying cause of dispute. In addition, conflict between Quakers and non-Quakers, while government attempts to restrict export of tobacco (the money 
also resulted in discontent. Nine Friends were fined and imprisoned in 1680 for refusing to bear arms. Samuel Hill of Warwick was one of these men. 


When unrest in Albemarle broke out in Culpeper's Rebellion, in 1677, Thomas Miller, an apothecary from Pasquotank, was serving as Deputy Governor in 
ace of Thomas Eastchurch. The rebels, led by John Culpeper, arrested Gov. Miller and Customs Collector, Timothy Biggs, and took over the government. In 
aquotank County, Culpeper is proudly claimed as America's first governor of a free people in this country and Albemarle as the first independent colony in 


e new world. * Culpeper's widow, Sarah Mayo, daughter of Edward Mayo, again married in 1693 to Patrick Henley, the earliest Henley ancestor of the family 
at later became closely associated with the Hills. 


Bacon's and Culpeper's Rebellions came perilously close to the members of the Hill family. As Quakers they did not take active roles in the 
surrection, but they were closely associated with the officials who did. 


For the first thirty years Albemarle was governed by independent men, and Quakers served in all levels of political office. While there was a steady 
mflict for governmental control in Albemarle between members of the established church and the Quaker faction, the Quakers dominated in early Pasquotank. 
inn Archdale followed Culpeper as Governor from 1694-1696. He was a Quaker and a Lord Proprietor, having purchased John Berkeley's share. When a law was 
issed requiring officeholders to take an oath to serve the English crown, the Quakers, who believed oaths should be made only to God, met opposition and 
tre prohibited from holding public office. From that time on their influence waned. 


In this new setting life was a constant challenge for survival. Families were more isolated and vied with the Indians for sustenance off the land. 
-ving on lands bought from the Indians meant they were living among the natives. Early on the Quakers learned how to treat the Indians with respect and to 
yexist with them. In the process their children acquired the Indian skills of living with nature. In the next generation these were skills that enabled 
ie young men to lead their people into newer untouched lands to the west. 


In Albemarle life spans were short. With little medical resources other than the remedies handed down from generation to generation and surrounded by 
scidental risks, fevers, poisonous snakes and wild animals, men and women often were suddenly widowed and left with small children to care for without a 
ome-maker or protector-provider. The widowed remarried quickly and often, some having three or four wives or husbands in their lifetimes. New marriage 
artners often came from within the small circle of neighboring families. These families came to be linked by intermarriage many times over. Marriage 
scurred at a young age for girls in particular. They learned the skills of home-making as a necessity to assist their mothers. Providing food, clothing, 
ad health care for a family in the wilderness was no easy task and required the help of every hand at an early age. Without a pair of hardworking parents, 

family could not survive. Families were large and children learned early to contribute to the work. 


SAMUEL PRICKLOVE: AGITATOR 


Samuel Pricklove was one of the first residents of Perquimans Precinct, arriving even 


before settler George Durant, in ez ne Pricklove was the first known purchaser of Indian 

lands in Albemarle and held a grant from Governor Berkeley of Virginia for a large tract on the § 
i Perquimans River near Durant, where the two men became life-long friends. Pricklove had moved 

} from Nansemond County in Virginia with his wife, Rachel Lawrence, whose brother, Thomas 

| Lawrence, was one of Nathaniel Bacon's supporters in Bacon's Rebellion. Pricklove held the 

| offices of Registrar of deeds and Clerk of the Inferior Court under the administrations of two 
early Quaker Governors of Carolina in the 1650's: Governor William Drummond (executed by ‘ 


Governor Berkeley in Bacon's Rebellion) and Governor Arendalens 


Both Pricklove and Durant took part in the Culpepper Rebellion of 1677 and assisted in 
"leading the rabble" to depose the Deputy Governor Thomas Miller. For this crime of activism, 
Pricklove was sentenced to have his right ear amputated and be banished from the colony. The \ 
sentence was never carried out because Miller was deposed. Samuel Pricklove died in Perquimans |

Basil Sanders, who left 860 acres of land in Chowan County to a William Hill of Antigua 
in 1721, was likely the son of one of the above Sanders couples. 


The early Quaker communities were models of life based on their Christian beliefs. The Quaker believed that God speaks directly to the human heart, 
and that no ministers or priests are needed to receive the blessings of God, which are available to every man and woman. They believed in the equality of 
men and women. They used no hymns or outward manifestations in their worship, keeping silent until a person felt moved by God to share a message. The

Elizabeth Cleare (twin) was born on December 21, 1685 (actually 1686) 
and died about 1734, married on November 2, 1704 to Thomas Winslow who was born 
ca.1680, made his will on 1-9-1744, and died between October 21, 1745 when he 
purchased land and January 1745/46 when his will was probated. Thomas Winslow 
evidently died in late 1745. He was the son of Timothy Winslow, and possibly 
brother to John Winslow who married Esther Snelling, but actual proof is lacking. 
There is no "smoking proof" that the North Carolina Winslows are related to the 
Mass. Winslows as some claim. See the John Winslow Excursus in Chapter Ten. 


Elizabeth Cleare and Thomas Winslow's marriage certificate is recorded 
in the first volume of minutes and marriage records of Perquimans Meeting. The 
certificate states that Thomas Winslow "ye son of Timothy Winsloe" and Elizabeth 
Cleare "ye daughter of Timothy Cleare" were married at the house of Timothy 
Cleare on 9-2-1704. The certificate was Signed by, among others, Timothy 
Winsloe, Sarah Winsloe, Hanah Cleare, Mary Cleare, Jane Clare, Sa(torn) Clear, 


Timothy Cl(torn). Thomas Winslow married second to Leah (Pri e) Smith on 
6-7-1734, daughter of John Pritl and Elizabeth Sebrell. Leah (Pritlowe) 


smith was relict of John Smitb who she wed in 1716. Nine children.

Thomas proved his freedom from Timothy Clare in 1702, he was apprenticed 
or imported to NC. The Clare’sare of Royal descent and more information can 
be found on them in “The History of Perquimans County” and “Browns 
Genesis to America”. Elisabeth Clare had a twin sister Mary. Thomas declared 
his intention to mary (itm) Leah Smith 7 Jun 1734 (Quaker Records). There 
were no children from this marriage. Leah b. 4 Jan 1695 was the daughter of 
John Pritlowe and Elisabeth and the widow of Joseph Smith.

I have nothing on Sebrell or Seabrell. 

Samuel Pricklove was one of the first residents of 
Perquimans Precinct arriving even before settler George 
Duane in 1662. Pricklove was the first known purchaser of 
Indian lands in Abemarle and held a grant from Governor 
Berkeley of Virginia for a large tract on the Perquimans 
River near Durant, where the two men became Life-long 
friends. Pricklove had moved from Nansemond County in 
Virginia with his wife, Rachel Lawrence, whose brother, 
Thomas Lawrence, was one of Nathaniel Bacon’s supporters in 
Bacon’s Rebellion. Pricklove held the offices of Registrar 
of Deeds and Clerk of the Inferior Court under the 
administrations of two early Ouaker Governors of Carolina in 
the1650’s: Governor William Drummond (executed by Governor 
Berkeley in Bacon’s Rebellion) and Governor Achdale. 

Both Pricklove and Durant took part in the Culpepper 
Rebellion of 1677 and assisted in "leading the rabble" to 
depose the Deputy Governor Thomas Miller. For this crime of 
activism, Pricklove was sentenced to have his right ear 
amputated and be banished from the colony. The sentence was 
never carried out because Miller was deposed. Samuel 
Pricklove died in Perquimans County in 1692. He and his 
Wife left two sons, Samuel and John. John Pritloe and his 
wife, Elizabeth, had six daughters, all of whom married men 
of substance and influence in Albemarle: 

Priscilla married John Sanders. Judeth married Abraham 
Sanders, son of John Sanders of Virginiaxk Rachel married 
Robert Wilson, son of a Virginia Burgess. Elizabeth married 
Wikeleam Elliott..x 

Rebecca married Zacariah Chancy. Leah married Joseph 
Smith .x 

Leah and Joseph Smith were the grandparents of Mary Smith, 
wife of William Hill. John Smith, brother of Mary Hill was 
one of the founders of Richmond, Indiana. Basil Sanders, 
who left 860 acres of land in Chowan County to a William 
Hill of Antigua in 1721, was likely the son of one of the 
above Sanders couples.

Deposition of Peter Mayfield Made Shortly After the Culpepper Rebellion 
(January 1681) 


The following deposition of Peter Mayfield was published in the “North Carolina Historical 
and Genealogical Register," Volume 3, Number 1, for January 1903, page 43. The 
published article stated that the deposition document, et al, was found among the papers in 
the Court House at Edenton, North Carolina. In 1998, | attempted to obtain a copy of the 
original document at the North Carolina State Archives in Raleigh. The staff was unable to 
locate the original, even though all court records of this antiquity were supposed to have 
been turned over to the State Archives. The next time I'm in Edenton, | will search for the 
deposition among the court records on file at the Chowan County Court House. 


Peter's deposition was made in January 1680/1681, shortly after the end of Culpeper's 
Rebellion (1677-1679). The deposition was associated with a lawsuit between a certain 
Benjamin Davis and a Joshua Lamb, to whom a quantity of rotted, substandard tobacco 
had been consigned. At the time that Peter was deposed, fifteen other people also made 
sworn statments. Since many of these people were major figures in the history of early 
Colonial North Carolina, | provide the names and ages of all the deponents as follows:

Do you have any information on Agnes Priestley? All I have is from Bucks County Church Records of the 17th & 18th Centuries Volume 2, where it states, "3-9- 
1714 — Marriage of James Moon and Agnes Priestley accomplished." I don't have a birth or death date for her. I do have a copy of the will of an Agnes Priestly of 
County of Bucks, who was a widow, dated Sept. 4, 1713, and proved Sept. 28, 1713 that named a son John, a daughter Elizabeth, and a youngest daughter Agnes 
as executrix. I suspect that this is probably Agnes (Priestley) Moon's mother. I also have another entry in the Bucks County Church Records of the 17th & 18th 
Centuries Volume 2, where it states, "1-1-1699 — William Carnes and his son Thomas from Settle monthly Meeting in Yorkshire, in old England. Thomas Priestly 
and Agnes, his wife, also from Settle monthly meeting.” I think these are possibly Agnes (Priestley) Moon's parents, but that needs to be explored further.

Pusey, Caleb, with his wife Ann, and daughter of the same name, emigrated in 1682. by trade he was a last- 
maker. Perhaps no one among the early immigrants in PA was better qualified to contend with the difficulties 
incident to the first settlement of a new country than Caleb Pusey. His place of residence, within the limits of this 
county, was at "the Chester Mills." In the establishment of these mills, and in the conducting of them many years 
afterwards, he was the active partner and master spirit. It was required more than ordinary energy to contend 
with the repeated misfortunes attendant on the first erection of this early improvement. Mill after mill was swept 
away by the flood, but the indomitable energy of Pusey was not overcome, and at length his efforts were crowned 
with success. But his whole time was not occupied with his private concerns. Much was devoted to civil affairs 
and to his religious duties. We find him “taking his turn" as a township officer, and serving as a juror; in laying out 
roads and negotiating with the Indians; in performing the duties of sheriff, and acting as a justice of the County 
Court; as a member of the Provincial Assembly and at length of the Executive Council. To religious matters he 
was equally attentive. His name constantly appears in the minutes of the Society of Friends among those who 
were most active in settling difficulties and in promoting deeds of benevolence. He frequently appeared in the 
ministry, and sometimes employed his pen in the defense of the doctrines of his sect/ His reply to one Daniel 
Leeds was liberally subscribed for by the meetings. He was a farm man and of the strictest integrity, and though 
an intimate friend of the celebrated George Keith, when that gentleman chose to attack what was regarded by 
Caleb Pusey as true Quaker doctrine, he did not hesitate to sustain the testimony that was pronounced against 
him. It was from Caleb Pusey that Smith, the early historian of PA, obtained much of the material from which his 
work was composed. 

His daughter Ann, died in the 12th Mo, 1682, but another of that same name, b.1-12-1684-5, was married 1-5- 
1706-7 to John Smith, who settled in Marlborough. Another daughter, Lydia, b 7-4-1689 was married the same 
day as her sister, to George Painter. About the year 1717, Caleb and his wife removed to Marlborough, where 


she died 12-5-1725-6 and he 12-25-1726-7, in the 67th year of his age. He left no sons. 
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Pusey, John, a resident of London, whose wife's name was Frances, purchased land in Pennsylvania, but never 
came over to reside upon it. He is supposed to have been a brother of Caleb PUsey and the father of the 
following; 

William and Caleb Pusey when young men appear to have resided with Caleb PUsey, Sr at Chester and were 
doubtless employed at the mill. William married 9-5-1707, Elizabeth, dau of John and Frances Bowater and 
moved to Londongrove in 1715, where he afterwards erected a mill. His children were John, b. 5-16-1708, d. 4- 

17-1766, m. Katharine Maris; William b. 1-5-1710-11 m. Mary Passmore; Lydia b. 6-16-1713 m. John Baily; 
Joshua b. 11-9-1714 d. 8-16-1760, m. Mary Lewis; Elizabeth b. 11-14-1716 m.John Baldwin; Jane b. 10-2-1719 
m. Nathaniel Pennock; ;Mary, m. 9-25-1742 to Joseph Dixson; Hannah m. 7-5-1750 to George Carson. 

Caleb Pusey, Jr m. 9-5-1712 to Prudence, dau of Robert and Lydia Carter, and about 1714 m.oved to 
Marlborough where he died 4-13-1756. His children were Caleb b. 9-30-1713 m. Margaret ?, and left 4 children - 
Robert, b. 10-16-1715; Thomas b. 6-24-1818 m. Mary Swayne; ;Margaret b. 8-16-1720 m. John Parry; Ann, b. 4- 
2-1723 m William Swayne; David b. 4-19-1726 m. Sarah Disxon. The Puseys were doubtless the builders of 
more mills in Chester County than any other family.

Colonel 
Alex Martin hoped to exchange British prisoners for him, 
but the exchange was never accomplished. Without 
funds for proper medical attention (he had paid many 
military expenses out of his own pocket) and unable to 
return home, Buncombe failed to make a complete 
recovery; in May 1778, while sleepwalking, he fell down 
a flight of stairs, reopened his wound, and bled to death. 
He was interred in the graveyard of Christ Church 
parish, Philadelphia. The grave is not marked, and the 
parish register lists him as Cornelius Buncombe. 

In 1791, Buncombe County was created in North 
Carolina and named for Edward Buncombe. Felix 
Walker, U.S. congressman (1817-23) from that county, 
was responsible for introducing into American usage the 
term “bunkum,” later shortened to “bunk.” 

Buncombe was an Anglican by faith. He was married 
on the island of St. Christopher to Elizabeth Dawson 
Taylor on 10 Apr. 1766. They had three children: 
Elizabeth Taylor (b. 11 Mar. 1767), who married John 
Goelet of New York on 23 Oct. 1784 and eventually 
returned to live at Buncombe Hall; Thomas (b. 3 Feb. 
1769), and Hester (mentioned only in Buncombe’s will).

Bundy, William (d. 27 Mar. 1692), colonial official, 
settled in Albemarle in 1663 or 1664. He was a member of 
the council of the Albemarle colony in 1684 and a justice 
of Perquimans Precinct Court, 1690-92. He lived in 
Perquimans Precinct, where he held at least 170 acres of 
land, granted him in 1669. 

Bundy, a devout Quaker, was active in the Perquimans 
Monthly Meeting. In September 1679 he joined with 
other settlers of his faith in sending to London a signed 
“Remonstrance” regarding the current disorders in the 
colony. In June or July 1680 he and several other Quakers 
were fined and imprisoned for about six months for 
refusing to bear arms “in the musterfield.” 

Bundy was married twice. His first wife, Elizabeth, 
bore him four children: Mary, Caleb, Samuel, and 
William, Jr. She died on 4 Mar. 1676/77. Bundy’s second 


wife was Mary Pearce, widow of John Pearce and 
daughter o igsepr Scott. Their marriage took place on 15 
Dec. 1683 and a aughter, Sarah, was born to them. 
Bundy’s three sons settled in Pasquotank Precinct, 
where they held adjoining tracts of land. Caleb and 
Samuel were early members of the Quaker meeting in 
Pasquotank. Caleb married Jane Manners, daughter of 
Perigreen and Frances Manners, in 1690. Samuel married 
Tamer Symons, daughter of Jeremiah Symons, in 1696.

Bunker, Eng and Chang (May 1811-17 Jan. 1874), the 
first Siamese twins to receive world-wide attention, were 
born in the fishing village of Meklong, Siam, of obscure 
parentage. Their nationality became the name for the 
birth defect in which two persons are physically joined 
together. Eng and Chang, unlike some grotesquely 
deformed Siamese twins, were completely normal except 
for a thick but pliable band of flesh connecting them at 
the chest. During their childhood the band became 
stretched enough to allow them to stand side by side 
with relative freedom of movement. The condition 
initially caused alarm and consternation among the 
villagers, some of whom feared the extraordinary birth as 
a harbinger of doom. Because of a determined mother 
and their own adaptability, the two boys grew up as 
normally as possible, even raising ducks to help support 
their family, and were gradually accepted by the 
community. 

The twins would probably have lived out their lives in 
obscurity had it not been for a Scottish trader, Robert 
Hunter, and a New England sea captain, Abel Coffin, 
who in April 1829 persuaded the twins to go abroad with 
them. They arrived in Boston in August of that year, 
having acquired a working knowledge of English on the 
voyage. During the following eight years, they toured 
the United States and Europe, first under the auspices of 
Hunter and Coffin and later with P. T. Barnum. They 
drew large crowds wherever they went, performing feats 
of strength and dexterity. They also caused considerable 
stir among the medical profession, whose members 
never tired of conducting tests on them and speculating 
on the cause of and solution to their malady. 

Eng and Chang, in their mid-twenties, gave up their 
original plans of returning to Siam. They decided to 
become naturalized American citizens, to break with 
Barnum, and to conduct their own shows. Upon learning 
that a surname was one of the requirements for 
naturalization, they accepted the suggestion of a 
bystander, Fred Bunker, that they use his name. 

Touring on their own, the twins acquired considerable 
wealth but grew weary of life on the road. At the 
suggestion of Dr. James C. Calloway of Wilkesboro, who 
met Eng and Chang in New York, they included 
Wilkesboro in their itinerary. They arrived there on 7 
June 1837 and found the quiet little community and 
surrounding countryside much to their liking. Within 
two years they stopped touring and opened a general 
store in Traphill, a nearby community. They also bought 
some land and began raising corn and hogs. 

Shortly after settling in Traphill, Eng and Chang struck 
up a friendship with two sisters, Adelaide and Sarah 
Yates. When it became apparent that a romantic 
relationship was developing among them, the commu-

territory we now know as North Carolina was for years included in the tremendous Virginia Company land 
grant of 1606. In that year, to raise sufficient funds to finance another attempt at English colonization in 
the New World, King James | chartered the Virginia Company of London, a joint-stock company of 
merchants who hoped to make fortunes in mining and the Indian trade. Thus, the first permanent 
European settlements, in the far northeastern corner of North Carolina, were more an extension of the 
Virginia Company's colony at Jamestown, Virginia, than they were concerted efforts toward planting a 
new colony. 
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As early as 1608 Captain John Smith sent two explorers 


from Jamestown into what would become North MAP:

Still other poor colonists chose to migrate southward into the Albemarle region. By 1655, in the area east 
of the Chowan River and south of the Great Dismal Swamp, North Carolina had its first permanent 
English settlers.

In 1663 Charles II, recently "restored" to the English throne, formally granted by charter the Province of 
Carolina—from present-day Florida north to the Albemarle Sound region, and from the Atlantic Ocean 
west to the Pacific—to eight favored courtiers. These men were known as the Lords Proprietors, and the 
region given to them was named Carolina (or Carolana) in honor of Charles |. 
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Among the immigrants was Joseph Scott, who in 1684 acquired

Scott's 
farm passed through several generations until Abraham Sanders, a 
Quaker, purchased the farm then known as Vineyard in 1727. Sanders 
had migrated from Virginia around 1715 and soon married Judith 
Pricklove, the granddaughter of Quaker leader Samuel Pricklove, one 
the Albemarle's earliest inhabitants. On this tract acquired from Scott, 
Sanders around 1730 built the dwelling now known as the Newbold- 
White House, one of the oldest standing buildings in North Carolina.

Thus many of the colonists who fled south from Virginia in search of a 
better and more prosperous life discovered only a harsh and hostile 
: « existence in Carolina. And among the migrants, it would be the ever- 
Newbold-White House (ca. 1730), prior (creasing numbers of enslaved Africans and their descendants who 
to twentieth-century restoration. would suffer the greatest hardships. In 1712, the number of enslaved 
blacks in the whole colony totaled only 800. But in their Fundamental 
Constitutions of Carolina in 1669, the Lords Proprietors made slavery an established and protected 
institution by emphatically declaring in Article 110: "Every Freeman of Carolina, shall have absolute 
Power and Authority over his Negro Slaves, of what Opinion or Religion sover." Some blacks, though, fled 
to the Albemarle to escape from bondage in Virginia. "It is certain," wrote William Bryd, that "many Slaves 
Shelter themselves in this Obscure part of the World, nor will any of their righteous Neighbors discover 
them." Despite the difficult circumstances that early Carolina immigrants—white and black—found 
awaiting them, the colony grew as new arrivals continued to spread throughout its borders and towns 
began to appear on the landscape.

John Worth married 2nd Damaris Sibley. I'm sure sorry about the mix 
up. I do have several stories on the Shattucks though that ceme from 
the Worth books. There were three of them written between 1809 and 
about 1890. George F. Worth was a census officer for about thirty 
years or so and had a great interest in genealogy. He includes e211 of 
the families that settled Nantucket and also several of the families 
that came over on the Mayflower. Just in case you don't have them here 
are a few of the Shattucks. 

THE SHATTUCK FAMILY 

Demaris Shattuck, then a widow, was admitted to the church in Salem 

in T647T at what time she came from England whether before or after 
the death of her first husband and what his Christian name wes ere 
not Known, ( Samuel ) 

She afterwards became the second wife of Capt. Thomas Gardner e dis- 
ingwished merchant and citizen of Salem. She died in that town Nov. 
28, 1674. Capt. Gardner died Sept 4, 1677 Leaving a will dated@ Dec. 

7, 1668 in which he mentions his wife Demaris, six sons, Thomas, George, 
John, Samuel, Joseph, Richard and daughters Sarah Balch and Seeth 
Grafton, Meriam Hall, all by his first wife Margaret Frier. Two of his 
sons married daughters of their stepmother, Demaris, had by Mr, Shat- 
tuck several children ( Mr. Shattuck was Samuef) all probably born in 
England the names of whom some are Known; 

1. Samuel m Hanneh 
- Démaris m in Boston Sept. 30, 1853 Samuel Page or Pope 
- Mary m Hams and lived in Boston 
. Hannah m George Gardner. She united with the church in 1649 but 

was dismissed. They removed to Nantucket where their son 
Joseph married in 1670 and had several children. 

Fe, Sarah m in 1652 Richard Gardner and had Richard, Deborah, 
James, Demaris, Hope, Levi, and Nathaniel. He and his family excom- 
unicated from the church in Salem for attending Quaker meetings and 
they were removed to Nantucket in 1666 where their two youngest children 
were born. 

Samuel Shattuck, son of the widow Demaris, was born in England about 
1620. He was a felt maker or hatter in Salem where he died. A stone 
still standing over his grave in Salem bears the following inscription, 
" Here lyeth ye body of Samuel Shattuck age 69 yrs who departed this 1 
life ye-6th day of the 6th month 1689% He was admitted to the church 
in Salem in 1642 and was described as a man of good repute. He was 
admitted but for reasons presently to be stated, he was excomunicated. 
He left a will dated April 6, 1689 which appoints his wife, Hannah, 
executrix and directs that his sons Samuel and &etire should each hav e 
a Gouble portion of his estateand that the remander should be equally 
devided between his six daughters. His estate was not settled and ~ 
distributed until Nov. 1, 1701. His son Retire and his daughters, Return 
end Patience died after their father and before the distribution. They 
left no issue and are not mentioned in the settlement. The husbands 
of Hanneh, Damaris, and Priscilla had also died and they are then 
described as widows. Samuel, the only son serviving received a double 
portion and the four daughters received each €@37 - 7 - 4. His children 
born in Salem were Samuel, Hannah, Demaris, Mary, Priscilla, Return, 
Retire, and Patience. Return and Retire were supposed to have been 
named to commemorate his remarkable retiring and returaing from England. 
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Samuel Shattuck Sr., son of Demaris wes one of those who suffered 
persicution for being called a Quaker. The surcumstances relating 

\to his connection with this extraordinary persecution ere detailed in 

"Bessie's Collection of Sufferings of The People Called Quakers"and are 
so intimately connected with the history of the period that they 
deserve préservation in this connection. Excount, several orders in 
revelation to the Quakers were passed by the general court of Mass. 
between July 11,1656 and Oct 14,1857 one of which enacted thet any 
person who embreced their sentiments or harbored those that did, 
should be liable to fine and imprisonment and other punishment. 

Under these laws, Lawrence Southwick ‘and his Wife, Casandra, then 
members of the church in Salem, were then imprisoned for entertaining 

Christopher Holder and John Copland supposed to be Quakers. Jawrence 
was discharged but his wife was detained seven weeks and finally 
fined forty schillings for owning a paper of exhortation written by 
Holder and Copland. Soon after this happened, Holder attempted to 

. Speak on a certain occation ab the close of public worship but he was 
pulled back by the hair of his head and had a glove and handkerchief 
thrust into his mouth and with his companion, carried to Boston next 
day where each of them received 30 stripes with a knotted whip of 
three cords. The executioner measuring his ground and fetching his 
strokes with all of his strength which did se cruelly did cut their 
flesh that.a women at the sight of it fell down dead. 

They, afterwerds did suffer other Punishment. 
Samuel Shattuck was at the meeting when Holder attempted to speak. 

He attempted to prevent’ their thrusting the handkerchief into Holder's 
mouth lest it should choked him for which attempt he was carried to 
Boston and imprisoned until he had given bond to answer it at the next 
courtand not to come to any Qwaker meetings. In 16°58 while attending 
a meeting at the house of Nicholas Phelps, about five miles from Salen, 
Samuel Shattuck with Lawrence Southwick and his wife, Josiah their 
son, Samuel Gaskin, and Joshua Buffum were avprihended by one “Putler" 
and after being confined in a house for two days were taken before 
the magistrate when the following examination took place. 

One of the prisoners wes asked how they might know a Quaker. Simon 
Bradstreet, one of the magistates answered,"Thouart one of them for 
coming in with thy hat on". It was a horable thing, to make such 
cruel lews, to whip, cut of ears, and bore through, the tongue for not 
putting off the hat. The result of this examination was that they 
were sent to Foston. After being in close confinment three weeks, 
they addressed a letter to the magistrate of Salem headed, "From the 
house of bondege in Boston". After being in close confinement where 
we are much captive by the wills of men although made free by the 
Son of God, this 16th day of the fifth month 1658". This letter was 
printed in full. It resulted in the release of Shattuck and Puffum, 
It appears however from an original document in the handwriting of 
Shattuck that he was in prison with Nicholas Phelps three months after- 
werds. After this they were put forth awhile and being in again, the 
sentence of banishment was pronounced against them and but a fort- 
night time allowed for them to depatt on pain of death, nor would 
they grant them any longer time though desired. 

Samuel Shattuck, Nicholas Phelps, and Josieh Southwick were obliged to 
teke an opportunity that presented itself four days later to pess to 
Englend by way of the Barbadoes. The aged couple, Lawrence and Casandra 
went to Shelter Island where shortly after they died within three days 
of each other.

After his arrival in England, he imediately laid the subject of their 
sufferings before the king, Charles II and by the assistance of 
Edward Burovghs, he obtained, on the 19 of September 1661, a mandamus 
commanding the magistrates of ministers in New England to forebear 

to proceed any farther against the people called Quakers. 

Shattuck was appointed the king's deputy to carry this mandamus to 

New England. An agreement was made with Raulph Goldsmith, a master of 
a good ship, for three hundred pounds for his conveyence and in about 
six weeks arrived in Boston Harbor on a first day of the week. 

The townsmen seeing a ship with English colors soon came on board. 
They returned on shore again and reported that there were meny Quakers 
come and that Samuel Shattuck (who they knew had been banished on 
pain of death) was among them. 

Next Morning, Raulph Goldsmith, the commender, with Samuel Shattuck 
the kings deputy, went on shore and went directly through the town 
to the governers house and sent word that their message was from the 

king of England and that they would deliver it to none but himself. 

They were then admitted to go in and the governor came to them and 
commandedSamuel Shattucks hat to be taken off and having received the 

Depredition and the mandarum, he leid off his own hat and ordered 
Shattuck's hat be given to him again and then went out to the deputy 
governor. 

Bidding the kings deputy and the master of the ship to follow hin, 
being come to the deputy governor and consulted him, he returned to 
Shattuck and the comander of the ship and said," We shall obey the 
king's comand." 

In consequence of these events, an order was passed by the general 
court on the 27th day of November 1661 that the exicution of the laws 
in force against the Quakers as such so far as they respect corporal 
punishmentof death be suspended until the court take further order 
and the jailers were directed to release and discharge the Quakers, 
who are at present in your custody. See that you don't neglect this." 

The magistrates were evedently alarmed. They sent Colonel Temple to 
England to inform the king that his order had been obeyed. 

Thus was stayed principally through the instrumentality of Samuel 
Shattuck, one of the most extraordinary persecutions this country 
ever witnessed. 

Mr. Shattuck not withstanding the active parthe had enacted in these 
events was then thensforward allowed to live in Salem in Peaseexcept 
in a few instances in 1663, he was imprisoned a few days for charging 
the country with shedding inocent blood. In 1663 he was confined 
slighty, fined for absence from public worship and in 1669 he was 
confined fro not paying one of these finea. 

These are ell the public notices of him which we have found upon the 
record in connection with these events. He seems to have passed that 
independance of oppinion and that unwillingness to submit to oppression 
which has ever been charactoristic of the Shattuck family.

Have not checked this forum for some time. I recently obtained a copy of the book,"The Triumphant 
John" by Will Gardner, 1958,100 pages. The title refers to John Gardner,(b1624)son of Thomas 
Gardner and Margaret Frier. (Very few dates given for anything; very naritive.) However, Margaret 
died after birth of their last child in 1641, and p16 states that within a few months the widow, Damaris 
Shattuck, agreed to be his wife. Page 13 states that Thomas had 9 children and Damaris "brought to 
his house four daughters of her own." Page 16 states that Damaris brought three teenage daughters 
into the home. Two were Sara and Hannah. Sara married Richard Gardner. Will Gardner implies 
Damaris was a Quaker, not listed in their records but was probably in the group around Anne 
Hutchinson. Page 18 has a statement that Samuel Shattuck, Damaris's OLDEST son went to England; 
secured a Mandamus from Charles II stopping the extreme persecution of the Quakers. Damaris 
married Thomas when John Gardner was 17(1641-42?). Page18-19 states nothing is known about her 
maiden name, or Mr. Shattuck's first name. But he does say that "all that survives is the story that he 
was convicted of disobedience of colonial regulations, for which he was whipped, imprisoned and 
banished. Whatever took place must have been in Boston. There a civic and religious Puritainism 
governed and ‘loose words about the government or irreverence towards the church' was severely 
punished." 

Both Richard and Sara Shattuck Gardner and John and Pricilla Grafton Gardner removed to 
Nantucket. Richard and John were half share owners. My line is from both Richard and John, and I 
have information on their families I will share. I would be most interested to learn the names and dates 
for all of the children, (6 or 7) as well as information on the ancestors of Damaris and her first 
husband. Could his name possibly have been William Samuel?

That is certainly a 
possibility. | have an ancestor, Samuel Shattuck, a Quaker, whose role in 

the trials was not so praiseworthy as to encourage others to become 
Quakers, however. He had had a couple of brushes with the Puritan 
authorities himself because of being a Quaker, (being imprisoned at least 
once) but when the witch hunt madness was at its height, he gave evidence 
against Bridget Bishop. Bridget was a flashy dresser and Samuel Shattuck, 
who had a dye business, sometimes dyed laces and fabric for her. When 
Shattuck's epileptic son died he blamed her and testified against her when 
she was accused of witchcraft. He believed that because he had refused what 
he perceived to be her sexual advances she had killed his son. His 
testimony was just one amongst many, including that of her own husband, but 
it helped to condemn her and she was hanged. The Quakers were as much a 
part of their own time as others and often harbored ideas and beliefs that 

we today find incomprehensible. There are several good books out about the 
witch trials in Salem. 

One the best books | have read on the subject is "The Dewi in 
Massachusetts,” by Marion L. Starkey, published in 1949. Karin Goudy

Samuel was one of those who suffered persecution for being called a Quaker, 
the circumstances relating to his connection with this extraordinary 
persecution is detailed in Besse's "Collection of the Suffering of the 

People called Quakers” Vol Il, pp 184-198. 


There is another reference to Samuel 2) SHATTUCK which | found interesting. 
The book "The Dewul in Massachusetts" by Marion L. STARKEY written in 1949- 
it is a history of the witch trials in 1692 in Salem Village, Essex county, 
Massachusetts. 


On pg 100-101 of the above book in part it says, "There had always been talk 
about the next witch, Bridget BISHOP. For one thing she was a flashy 
dresser, her "red paragon bodice" set her style, and for the best she had a 
great store of laces. These she liked to vary and sometimes brought pieces 
. to Samuel SHATTUCK of Salem to have dyed. The later a dour Quaker, who 
because of his faith had in the past had his own brushes with the theocratic 
authority, had always thought there was something questionable about the 
quality and style of those laces, and now stood ready to give his reasons.." 


On pg 155-156 it says in part.. 

"Much of the testimony collected since Bridget's first appearance in April 

and now is read in court stressed the fact that she was one of those women 
who, through no longer young, had power over the imaginations of men. Which 
was worse. Because these good men vwirtuously repelled her advances, their 
lawfully begotten children pined and died. Samuel GRAY'S little boy, 

Tracy's daughter Priscilla and SHATTUCK'S epileptic son. she was not 
enchantress only, but a murderess.."

Briefly: Hannah Baskel came to Massachusetts sometime before 
1652 and settled in Salem. There she marred first Nicholas 
Phelps, whose family had been there since at least the 1630s. 
Nicholas got in trouble with the authorities for being-a Quaker 
soon after the Quakers’ first arrival in Salem in 1657, and in 

1659 was banished from the colony. He left for England in the 
company of Samuel Shattock. Hannah stayed behind and managed the 
farm and two small children. +n the fall-of 1659, she, too-was 
imprisoned for giving comfort to Quakers, and her husband's farm 
was confiscated to cover his fines. Her brother-in-law, Henry 
Phelps, had a joint interest in the farm, managed to gain control 
of the whole farm and allowed Hannah to stay there, at-which 
point the authorities began to harass Henry. 


Soon after he was restored to the English throne in 1660, Charles 
ll ordered an end to the persecution of Quakers in Massachusetts, 
and made Samuel Shattock his messenger. (This stery is teldin 
John Greenleaf Whittier's poem "The King's Missive".) Nicholas 
Phelps is said to have returned to Massachusetts with Shattock. 
Nicholas seems to have died about 1662. 


In 1664, Henry Phelps sold out in Salem, and he and Hannah and 
their children migrated to Albermarle Sound. About this time 

they married . The next record of them tells of the visit by 
Edmundson in 1672. Later in 1672, George Fox also stopped at the 
Phelps house. Fox and Edmundson each kept a journal, and-each 
calls him Henry Phillips. By the time Edmundson made a return 
visit in 1676, Henry Phelps had died, and Hannah had maried 
James Hill. 


There were other Quakers in Albermarle before Fox and Edmundson's 

visits. Christopher and Hannah (Rednap) Nicholson had come there 

from Massachusetts about 1663, and Isaac and Damaris (Shattuck)

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FRANK RODMAN SHATTUCK 


Frank RooMAN SHATTUCK, of Philadelphia, is a descendant of the “Pil- 
grim Fathers” of Massachusetts, in the ninth generation from Joshua Pratt, 
who was of the third freight of the good ship “Anne and Little James,” and 
landed on the New England shore in 1623. On the paternal side he ts eighth 
in descent from William Shattuck, who was a landed proprietor of Water- 
town, Massachusetts, in 1642. 

WitttaM Suattuck, born in England in 1621 or 1622, died at Watertown, 
Massachusetts, August 14, 1672, at the age of fifty-one years. He, as well as 
Samuel Shattuck, of Salem, Massachusetts, is supposed to have been a son 
of Demaris Shattuck, a widow who was admitted to the church of Salem, in 
1641, but we have no record of the name of their father. 

This Samuel Shattuck was of the ‘People called Quakers,” and was 
tried as such at Salem, Massachusetts, May 11, 1659, and sentenced to banish- 
ment from the colony on pain of death. He immediately went to England and 
laid the case before Charles II, and by the assistance of Edward Burroughs, 
obtained, on September 19, 1661, a mandamus commanding the magistrates and 
ministers of New England to “forbear to proceed any farther” against the 
Quakers. Samuel Shattuck was appointed King’s deputy to carry this man- 
damus to New England, which he did, and on November 27, 1661, the General 
Court of the Province of Massachusetts Bay, ordered that “the execution of the 
Laws in force against Quakers, as such, so far as they respect corporal pun- 
ishment or death, be suspended until the Court take further Order”. Samuel 
Shattuck died in Salem, Massachusetts, June 6, 1680. 

William Shattuck, above mentioned, the lineal ancestor of Frank Rodman 
Shattuck, is mentioned on a list of the proprietors of Watertown, Middlesex 
county, Massachusetts, in 1642, and he later became a considerable landholder 
there. He died in 1672, as before stated, and three and a half years later his 
widow Susanna, married Richard Norcross. William and Susanna Shattuck 
had nine children, five sons and four daughters, and were the ancestors of all 
the Shattucks of America. 

Witttam SHATTUCK (2), sixth child and third son of William and Susanna 
Shattuck, was born at Watertown, Massachusetts, in 1653, and died there on 
the old family homestead, October 19, 1732, in his eightieth year. He married, 
in 1678, Susanna, daughter of Stephen and Susanna (Barton) Randall. She 
died May 8, 1723. They had eleven children. 

Ronert SHATTUCK, tenth child of William and Susanna (Randall) Shattuck, 
born January 1, 1698, married, July 9, 1719, Mary Pratt, and settled in Ply- 
mouth, Massachusetts. He died in his father’s house at Watertown, while 
there on a visit, December 13, 1723, aged twenty-five years eleven months and 
twelve days. His wife Mary Pratt, born April 8, 1695, was a daughter of 
Benajah and Mary Pratt, of Plymouth; granddaughter of Benajah and Persis 
(Dunham) Pratt. Her great-great-grandfather, Joshua Pratt, was one of the

third freight of Pilgrims, who arrived in the “Anne and Little James” in 1630. 
Robert and Mary (Pratt) Shattuck had three children: Mary, Robert and 
Randall Shattuck. 

Ropert SuHattuck (2), born June 3, 1721, in Plymouth, Massachusetts, set- 
tled in East Hampton parish, Chatham, Connecticut, where he lived during the 
active years of his life. He died in Middletown, Connecticut, February 12, 
1802, aged eighty years, eight months and nine days. He married (first) 
on September 9, 1744, Ruhamah Cook, a descendant of Francis Cook, one of 
the original Pilgrims, who arrived on the “Mayflower” in 1620, and who died 
in Plymouth, April 17, 1663. Robert Shattuck married (second) Hannah 
Blake. He had nine children by his first wife and one by the second. 

Davin SHatTuck, sixth child of Robert and Ruhamah (Cook) Shattuck, 
was born in East Hampton, Connecticut, September 12, 1758, and died at 
Colchester, Connecticut, January 23, 1840. In 1776 he enlisted in the company 
of Captain Eliphalet Holmes, Colonel Ephraim Chamberlain's regiment, Con- 
necticut Militia, and served for six months under Colonel Selden, in the Con- 
tinental service; was with Washington’s shattered army, when it was driven 
from Brooklyn Heights and crossed over to New York. He again en- 
listed under Captain Chambers in 1780, and the company was incorporated in 
the regiment of Colonel Heman Swift, of the Regular Continental Line, with 
which David Shattuck served until the close of the war, being with the army 
at its final disbandment. He was granted a pension as a Revolutionary sol- 
dier on his application, dated March 31, 1818. 

David Shattuck married, November, 1789, Dorothy Alcott, born January 12, 
1767, died April 26, 1838; daughter of Thomas and Mary Alcott, of East 
Hampton, Connecticut. 

Gites Suattuck, fourth child of David and Dorothy (Alcott) Shattuck, 
was born at Colchester, Connecticut, January 24, 1798. He married, September 
30, 1821, Nancy Eggleston, born June 20, 1799, daughter of Moses and Mary 
Eggleston, of Avon, New York. They had four children, three of whom lived 
to mature years, viz: Francis Elliott Shattuck, of whom presently; Mary Eliz- 
abeth Shattuck, born December 21, 1831, married December 17, 1849, James 
D. Edmonds, M. D., of Moodus, Connecticut, of whom later ; and George Shat- 
tuck, born November 26, 1836, of whom later. 

Francis Ettiott SHattuck, eldest surviving child of Giles and Nancy 
(Eggleston) Shattuck, was born in Moodus, Connecticut, October 16, 1828. 
He came to Philadelphia when a young man, and engaged in business there: 
was for many years an insurance adjuster, one of the leading fire insurance 
men of that city. He married, October 1, 1861, Mary Colesberry, daughter of 
Isaac G. Colesberry, of Philadelphia, and had two children: Georgia, who 
died in infancy, and Frank Rodman Shattuck, the subject of this sketch. 

Mary Elizabeth Shattuck, only daughter and second surviving child of 
Giles and Nancy (Eggleston) Shattuck, born in Moodus, Connecticut, Decem- 
ber 21, 1831, married, December 17, 1849, Dr. James D. Edmonds, of Moodus, 
Connecticut, a graduate of Berkshire Medical College, who was born April 
28, 1824, and died September 28, 1866.

AMERICA was discovered by Columbus in 1492. Efforts 

were early made by Spain, France, and England to establish 
colonies im North America. More, however, than a century 
elapsed before many permanent settlements were made. In 
1568, the Spaniards established a small colony in Florida. 
The French, in 1605, planted a small colony in Nova Scotia, 
and in 1608 founded the city of Quebec. In 1607, the 
Hnglish made a settlement at Jamestown in Virginia. New 
York was settled by the Dutch in 1614. In 1620, the “ Pil- 
grim Fathers” landed on Plymouth Rock, and commenced 
the settlement of New England. 

' The tract of country called New England, granted in 1620 
_by James I., king of England, to the Plymouth Company, 
extended from the Atlantic to the Pacific ocean. This grant 
was substantially confirmed by William and Mary, in 1691, 
by a second charter specifying the territory granted as lying 
hetween 42%deg. 5 min. and 44 deg. 15 min. north latitude. 
Previously, however, to the latter grant, Charles I. [1663] 
granted to the duke of York and Albany the province of 
New York extending to the Canada line; its extent west- 
ward was not definitely stated. Under these conflicting 
grants, disputes arose between some of the states as to the 
extent of their respective territorial rights and jurisdiction. 
This controversy was not settled until several years after the 
Revolution.

in 1811 or 1812, he built the house now owned by Jeremiah 
Hadley, the first brick house built in the town, and probably 
the first in the county. He was married, in North Carolina, to 
Letitia Trueblood, who died about the year 1818, and by whom 
he had five sons, Robert,:Caleb, Nathan, John, and Samuel 
“W., the last of whom was fora time a merchant in Richmond;

Cuartes W. Starr was born at Philadelphia, Féb. 28, 1792, 
and was married to Elizabeth Wilson, of Chester Conn bas 
who was born Feb. 14,1798. In the year 1825, he removed 
with his small family to Richmond, and the next year bought 
the farm of Jeremiah Cox, lying on the north side of Main 
street and extending to the East Fork. Cox had laid out lots 
east to Marion street, including the tier east side, and north 
to the first alley south of Sassafras street. The farm con- 
tained about 240 acres, and embraced all the lands bought by 
Cox north of Main street, except the part lying between the 
east bounds of the lots laid out on Marion jstreet and the 
river. The name of Charles W. Starr is intimately connected 
with the history of Richmond. His large farm, on which have 
been erected most of the finer class of dwellings, and nearly 
all the large manufacturing establishments of the city, was all 
laid out into lots. The value of lots sold before and since his 
decease is upward of $320,000, leaving still unsold lots of the 
value of about $60,000. He was an enterprising, energetic 
business man, and contributed largely to the improvement and 
prosperity of the town.

Phelps had vied and his widow had married (3) James Hill. Hannah 

Hill was the grandmother of the Perisho orphans in various Court records, 
but her daughter had married James Perisho prior to her mother's marriage 
to James Hill so she never used the name Hill. To complete the record, 
James Hill died about 1692 and Hannah married (4) to Joseph Smith in 
1695. Hannah (Basket) Phelps, Phelps, Hill, Smith was born ca 1630 and 
died after 1695. The daughter, Hannah Phelps, Jr. is claimed as a Head- 
right in 1694 by Hannah Hill. James Perisho died 1678 and Hannah (Phelps) 
Perisho, widow, married (2) George Castleton. Incorrect entries were 
made and we are not given to know exact dates but in 1679 and 1680, the 
couple was married and had a child, Hannah Castleton. We believe that 
Hannah, Jr. had died by 1689 when her mother went to Court in behalf 

of the "Orphans". Hannah (Phelps)Perisho Castleton was born ca 1654 

and died ca 1689. She had two Perisho children, Ellinor (Bogue) and 

James II. It is thought Hannah Castleton was the wife of Ezekiel Maudlin 
but this is not documented. (The wife was very young as she had her 

last child in 1723 when she was the 2nd wife of Samuel Charles.)

AWRENCE SOUTHWICK, the pioneer ancestor of the 

Southwick family of Worcester and Leicester, Massachu- 
setts, was born in Lancashire, England, the date unknown. He 
came to America alone in 1627, but returned to England for his 
wife Cassandra, his son John and daughter Mary, and arrived in 
1630 in company with Governor Winthrop and his fleet of eleven 
ships. The Southwicks were passengers on the Mayflower — the 
same ship which ten years earlier had brought the Pilgrims to 
Plymouth — and settled in Salem, Massachusetts. In 1639 he 
and his family were admitted as members of the First Church in 
Salem, and he was given two acres of land by the town to carry 
on the business of manufacturing glass and earthenware. There 
is a tradition that he was one of the first to manufacture glass in 
America. His two acres of land were on the south side of Gallows 
Hill, where several persons were hung during the Salem witch- 
craft era. Lawrence, his wife Cassandra, his son Josiah and 
daughter Mary, were later fined, whipped, imprisoned and finally 
banished for being Quakers, and their son Daniel and daughter 
Provided (who married Samuel Gaskill, the progenitor of the Gas- 
kill family of Worcester, Massachusetts, ) were sentenced by the 
General Court to be sold into slavery. Lawrence and Cassandra 
were both banished to Shelter Island (on Long Island Sound) in 
1659, and died there in 1660 from privations and exposure. These 
events were to be immortalized by Whittier in his poem “Cassan- 
dra Southwick”. They were the parents of five children, the eldest 
child named Daniel. 

Daniel Southwick, of the second generation in America, was 
born in Salem, Massachusetts, in 1637 and died there Tia) 219: 
He was baptized in the First Church in Salem in 1641, and during 
the witchcraft craze, as previously alluded to, was sold into slavery 
with his sister Provided. He was, however, allowed to return and

Until 1976, it was believed that there was no connection between our 
Southwick family and this early Massachusetts Southwick family. Their history 
states that they were from Lancashire; and though we only go back to 1703 on our 
line, we had no connection with Lancashire. While the author was in England in 
1976 searching for his Southwick family in the Kingswinford, Staffordshire, 
Parish Registers, the following entry was unexpectedly found:"! 

Married 25 January 1623 Lawrence Southwick and Cassandra Burnell both 
of this parish 
Then the entries for the christening of the following children were found:'* 
John chr 6 March 1624 
Anamas chr 2 September 1627 buried 17 September 1627 
Mary chr 13 May 1632 
Deborah chr 4 January 1634 
Daniell chr 14 May 1637 

This is obviously the Lawrence and Cassandra Southwick who went to 
Massachusetts. This means that they did not leave England until after 1637. With 
Provided being born in Salem, Massachusetts, in 1641, the family was complete. 
Perhaps Lawrence did come to America in 1627 and then returned to England 
around 1630-31. However, he did not bring the rest of the family to Massachusetts 
in 1630 as the history states, but rather, closer to 1639 when his name appears in 
the Salem records. This new information included a different locality of origin for 
this family, the maiden surname of Cassandra, and two different children. With 
them now being from the same area as our Southwicks, it may be possible to 
establish a connection between the two families as more research is done.

WILLIAM S. POWELL 


Symons (or Simons, Symonds), Thomas (ca. 1649- 
18 Apr. 1706), justice, Council member, Assembly mem- 
ber, and prominent Quaker, settled in the North Carolina 
‘colony before 21 Apr. 1669. His earlier history is un- 
known. 

By 6 Jan. 1689/90 Symons was a justice of Pasquotank 
Precinct Court, on which he also sat in 1694 and probably 
in the intervening years. He apparently was a member of 
the lower house of the Assembly in 1695, for in Novem- 
ber of that year and through the following October he 
held one of the Council seats that the lower house filled 
by election, usually choosing its own members. As a 
Council member, Symons was ex officio justice of the 
General Court, which was then held by the Council. In 
December 1698 he was appointed to the General Court, 
which at that time was held by justices commissioned by 
the Council. He remained on the court through October 
1704. He also sat on the Admiralty Court in October 
1704, when that court was composed of the justices of the 
General Court. He was again a suse! of the Assembly 
about 1705. 

Symons lived on Little River in Pasciotank Precinct, 
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where he owned at least four hundred acres of land and 
a number of slaves. He was a devout Quaker and one of 
the earliest known members of the Pasquotank Monthly 
Meeting, later known as the Symons Creek Monthly 
Meeting. He entertained Thomas Story in his home dur- 
ing the missionary’s tour of the colony in 1698. 

Symons and his wife, Rebecca, had six children: John 
(b. 1678), Frances, Thomas, Peter, Mary, and Elizabeth. 
Several of the children died in childhood. John, the el- 
dest, married Damaris White, the daughter of Henry 
White, on 8 Aug. 1700. No record of the marriage of the 
others has been located. 

Symons died at age fifty-seven or fifty-eight. He left 
his estate to his wife and sons John and Peter, who may 
have been the only surviving children. Peter died in 1731 
and John in 1741.

FIRST GENERATION: WILLIAM SIMONS, of East Hampton, Suffolk To., N. Y. 


The earliest proven ancestor of the Quaker Symons family of Pasquotank 
County, North Carolina, was William Simons of East Hampton (on Long 
Island), Suffolk County, New York, who settled there by 1651. 


East Hampton, located near the southeast corner of Long Island, was 
founded in 1649. “Under the tuition of Connecticut for the first fif- 
teen years, East~Hampton was cast in the Puritan mould. After the con- 
quest of the New Netherlands in 1664, by the English, the entreaty of 
East-Hampton to abide with the colony of Connecticut was denied....In 
March, 1666, for their own safety they were constrained to purchase and 
hold under the authority of the Duke of York, by patent from Governor 
Nicoll....In June, 1674, after the reconquest from the Dutch, a renewed 
petition to be joined with Connecticut, is made in vain....Disunited in 
government, it remained essentially in spirit a fragment of New England 
ges (Reference (1y7p..12). 


William Simons was one of 34 men allotted land in East Hampton in 1653: 
"Book 2, page 159.-The Recordes of the Meadow at Norwest July 5th 1653. 
...3 William Simons Two ackers and an halfe and sixteene poole more or 
lese bounded with Thomas Baker on the one side and Luke En biyl on the 
other." "Book 2, page 162.-The Records of the Meadow at Accabanock. 
Easthampton July 5th 1653. 3 William Simons one acker and fforty eight 
poole be it more or lese bounded with Thomas Backers on the one side and 
Luke Lillie on the other." (Reference 1, pages 37 & 40) 


The first church in East Hampton was built in 1651. "There is no doubt 
that the early settlers of this town were strict ‘Calvinists. Character 
istic of their Puritan principles they called their church building ‘the 
meeting house.' Neither in this or neighboring churches was any name 
sectarian or denominational given to the church as such." (Reference 1, 
p. 11) “November 17th 1651. Book 2, page 16.-It is ordered an agreed 
vpon by vs the Inhabitants that there shal be a meetinge house built 26 
foote longe 20 foot broade and 8 foote stoode.scelt is ordered that Thomas 
Baker shall have eighteene pence for evry Lords Day that the meetinge 
shalbe at his house.e.It is ordered that William Edwards William ffithian 
Richard Brookes William Simons Samuel Parsons shall gett Sixe loade of 
thach within these fowerteene Dayes and if anie shall neglect to Doe his 
share he shal be liable to pay ten shillings...It is ordered that the 
three men that are Chosen for towne affaires shal set out the place for 
meetinge house and the five men that gett the thath shall fence the same 
nere that place.” (Reference 1, pages 19 and 20) 


William Simons and his wife were involved ina witchcraft case in East 
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Hampton. ‘The wife of Joshua Garlick, accused of witchcraft, by an order 
of the town meeting made March 19th, 1657, was directed to be taken for 
trial to Hartford. The testimony against her is scattered over the records 
anterior to and about the time of this entry." In an undated letter said 
to be in the handwriting of Gov. Winthrop: "...$Whereupon though there did 
not appeare sufficient evidence to prove her guilty yet we cannot but well 
approve and commend the Christian care & prudence of those in authority 
with you in searching into ye case accordinge to such just suspicion as 
appeared.oee.'” ‘Thus the only known case of accusation for witchcraft 

in East-Hampton, for the trial of which the town authorities preferred to 
seek a higher tribunal, resulted in an acquital, to the lasting honor of 
the town and the colony of Connecticut."" (Reference 1, pages 7#9) 


A full copy of all these witchcraft items in the Town Records of East 
Hampton would make fascinating reading, but will be limited here to a few 
items pertinent to William Simons and wife; even though all this sounds 
ludicrous today, bear in mind that three hundred years ago it was all 
taken very seriously. "Book 2, page 56.-"....[{referring to wife of Ar- 
ther Howell: Jwhen Mr Gardiner was there present she ccied out in the same 
manner of a witch nameing noe boddy but being asked wt she Did se she 

said a black thinge at the bedds fete and stretching forth her hands used 
some expressions as if she would strike at it And being there again on 

ye last Day at night followinge she beinge yn soe sencles yt she knew noe 
boddie to my aprehention goody Simons lay by her yt night & there was her 
husband & I & boose & we heard a noyse on ye side of ye bed as if sumthing 
had scratched very hard: ye candle being yn out I spedily lighted it & her 
husband & I looked to see if we could se any thinge but nothing we could 
Diserne Goody Simons beinge yn fast a sleepe & she alsoe to my Apprehen~ 
sions: lying both of ym close together with their hands Downe in ye bedd 
lying close together covered vpp, my seeing yt made me to marvell soe much 
the more at ye noise.c..

SECOND GENERATION: THOMAS SYMONS, of Pasquotank Co., Ne C., son of William. 


Thomas, Simons or Symons, probably eldest son of William Simons of East 
Hampton, Long Island, and Isle of Wight (now Gardiner's Island), Suffolk 
Co., No Ye, was an early settler in what is now Pasquotank Coe, N. Co 
Thomas Symons was married about the year 1677 to his wife, Rebecca. Her 
maiden name and parentage have never been ascertained. (More about her 
maiden name later.) Thomas and Rebecca Symons were in North Carolina as 
early as 1679, for Rebecca Simons was one of the witnesses to the marriage 
of Solomon Poole to Margaret White, at the house of Henry White, 24th of 
4th Mo. 1679 (a Quaker marriage)(Reference 1, page 91). 


On 30 June 1680, Thomas Symons was one of 29 men who signed a petition 
to the King as inhabitants of Aibemarle County in Carolina, pertaining to 
the Tulpeper and Miller Rebellion (Reference 2, page 51).

I do so appreciate your thoughtfulness in sending to me the material 
on Copeland - especially at a time when you were getting ready for a 
trip. I'm guessing that you are now home - armed with memories - 
frustrating at times - but of a wonderful trip.

I really don't know why I'm so embroiled with 1600's and 1700's Copelands 


when we can oniy document Ray's ancestor to 1820 - just a puzzle to me, 
I guess. You are so blessed to have such fine documentation for the 
Cutlands. 


I have not comtacted the Guess-Taylor ladies to question their source 
of information for fear of upsetting them, as we do know there is a 
family connection for relationship in Missouri. I have been in contact 
with Mr. Lawrence Roberts (descendent of Aaron) as he did not include 
earlier than Aaron, as he, too, had questions on lack of documentation 
by D. Graham Copeland. Mrs. Leona Hart Copeland's book has been sold 
out, but she sent me information on the early Copelands. Her lineage 
seems the most likely. 


The most interesting is a new book just published by a man in California. 
His lineage starts with a William who migrated from Scotland. However, 
there is a conflict in his book with the Guess-Taylor book. He says

The Guess-Taylor book shows that the descendent of John moved to Kentucky. 
itPissanteresting, though, in that his William was in Middlesex: County, Ve 
and Essex County records show a Nicholas. Could there be a relationship 
between these two? 
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f have taken all of the information I have to date and have tried to 
extract names and dates just to see how the pieces link together. 

Copies are enclosed for you. You had raised questions and made comments 
concerning Mrs. Gray's information. I have also added comments/questions. 


Also enclosed is a copy from the William and Mary College Quarterly, as 
you had asked Mrs. Gray if she had documented information for Joseph 


and Mary Woodley. 


I see by the dates on letters from Mrs. Gray that you have been 
bothered with questions on Copeland for more years than you probably 
ever thought. Spect you - at times - wish you'd never heard of the 
name. 


As the name Lott seems to have been used by so many, I've now started 

a search - hoping to find the documented tie-in with Copeland. Have 
had only a little success’ with the name so far. Most references to the 
name are in Pennsylvania and New York. There were a couple who arrived 
Mmevirgsinia in the late 1600"s,. but so far’ have not seen any other 
reference in Virginia until the late 1700's. 


Peep preciateryour offer for further help, but, at thisstime bespect 

it would be fruitless when the earliest date we are sure of is 1820. 
Look at the Guess-Taylor lineage sheet. Number (4) shows Willian, 
John, Lott, and Landen. Ray's great grandfather, Isaac, is shown in 
their book as being a son of Landen. Their book shows that Isaac was 
born in Kentucky. ‘Ye have always been told that Isaac was born in 
Tennessee, Until we can document that Landen was the father, we are 
rather stymied. There were many Copelands in Tennessee, but records 
for that state are rather fragmented. 


Again, a thank you so very much for sharing with me your information. 
Even though all of the pieces don't seem to tally, I'm pleased to know 
that others besides me have raised questions. I hope the mail will 

see that all of the enclosures arrive back to you in the same condition 
as I received them.

To my son Nathaniel], the reversion of the other premises given te my wife for her life; and 
one farm at Marketon, with all the land and meadow thereto belonging. 
To my son John, two houses fn the market place, now in the occupation of William Bould and 
William Buntinge, and L.120 towards his maintenance to the university; what remains to be 
restored to him, when he shal? have occasion to use it or call for it. 


To my daughters Saria, Mary and Rebecka, L.200 apiece at their several ages of 20; the 
interest of their portions to be for their maintenance and keeping. 


I give to my sister Margaret living at Morley, 10s. a year during her life. To my sister 
Elizabeth 20s.; to her son William 10s. To the poor of St. Warbur's parish 20s. 


I make my wife my executrix. Whatsoever shall be made of my estate above these legacies 
shall be divided equally betwixt my wife and my son Nathaniel, and I make my sons William and 
Nathaniell my overseers.

He married and reared 
a family. One of his sons, John Kk. Matlack, was 
born in West Goshen township, March 2, 1814. 
He followed the occupation of farming in West 
Chester, and continued this line of industry up 
to two years prior to his death, which occurred 
in the year 1892. He was survived by three sons 
and one daughter. 

Wilson M. Matlack, son of John K. and 
Hannah (Miles) Matlack, was born December 
16, 1840, and his education was acquired in the 
common and private schools of West Chester. 
On June 9, 1861, he-enlisted for the defence of 
the Union as a member of Company A, First 
Pennsylvania Reserves, and served in the Army 
of the Potomac until June 13, 1864, when he 
received an honorable discharge. He _ partici- 
pated in some of the most terrific battles and 
arduous campaigns, and in all displayed the quali- 
ties of the true soldier and patriot. In 1873 he 
enlisted in the National Guard of Pennsylvania, 
and served five years in that organization. In his 
political affiliations he is a staunch Republican, 
has served several terms as justice of the peace 
in Willistown township, and has been frequently 
chosen as a niember of the Republican county 
committee. . 

Mr. Matlack was united in marriage to An- 
gelina Bishop, and three sons and three daughters 
were born to them. Mrs. Matlack is one of four 
daughters born to Joaquin and Susannah 
(O'Neil) Bishop, the former named being born 
in Portugal, where his father was then director 
of the royal fabrics, in 1806. The French war 
drove his father from Portugal, and he then set- 
tled in Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, where the son 
learned the trade of brass finisher. Later he was 
employed as an instrument maker at the Univers- 
ity of Pennsylvania. In 1839 he commenced to 
work in platinum, and six years later was award- 
ed the first premium for platinum work done in 
this country, at the exhibition of the Franklin 
Institute. In 1858 he removed to Radnor, Dela- 
ware county, but eight years later he located his 
plant at Sugartown, and continued business under 
the firm name of J. Bishop & Company up to the 
time of his decease, which occurred August 4, 
1886. Mr. Bishop was the founder of the plati- 
num working industry in the United States, and 
in 1876 he was the only exhibitor of -platinum 
work at the Centennial International Exhibition, 
and received the first premium for manufactured 
platinum vessels and apparatus.
